'I'lie dram atic and detailed ac­ 


count of D ean’s capture on Aug.

Dean spent eluding 
the Beds in South Korean hills 
were told by Wilfred Burchett, 
40, correspondent for the Paris 
newspaper Ce Snir. An Australian 
by birth, B urchett served as an 
Allied 
w ar 
correspondent 
in 
southeast Asia and southwest P a­ 
cific w ar theaters during World 
W ar Two. 


Burchett’s story, tinged only iii 
a few 
places 
w ith 
Communist 
propaganda, 
agreed 
generally 
with earlier reports 
of 
Dean's 
saga, which had been pieced to­ 
gether from both Communist and 
friendly sources. 


Only Dean himself could verify 
Burchett's story, hut Allied < <>r- 
respondents, who listened as the 


Com munist 
correspondent 
read 
from extensive notes he said he 
had taken during a x Nit with the 
general at a prison camp near 
Pyongyang, were convinced the 
story was no hoax. 


The story began with Dean's 
fight alongside his men as on­ 
rushing North Korean tank col­ 
umns took Taejon July 20, 1950. 


It told how Dean fought 
his 
way through a road block, out of 
flaming Taejon, after telling his 
men they m ust Hexer surrender. 
Although 
injured 
himself, 
the 
husky general, then 51 years old. 
helped carry out wounded men 
to safety. 


Then, 
B urchett 
said, 
Dean 
wandered for a mouth iii the ru g ­ 
ged hills of South Korea, xxith- 
out food for 20 days and losing 


OO pounds. 
Injured, ailing, and 
even unconscious at times, Dean 
was surrounded six 
times, and 
each time broke out, Burchett 
said. 
Burchett told hoxv Dean car­ 
ried his pistol with him during 
the anguished days he spent elud­ 
ing the Reds. 
He 
sax cd 
and 
carefully polished his last txxelxe 
bullets. 
These xx ere Dean's w ords, as 
B urchett 
quoted 
them 
in 
the 
Pyongyang prisoner stockade: 
“ I was absolutely' determined 
Hexer to become a prisoner of 
war. 
“ I was determ ined to kill l l 
N orth 
Koreans. 
lh e 
twelfth 
bullet xx as for me.” 
it did not tu rn out that xx ay . 
Near Chinan, about 
.'IO miles 
south of Taejon, he was led Into 


a trap by two Koreans xx ho had 
fed auld sheltered 
him. 
When 
N orth Korean soldiers closed in 
with their rifles, Dean drew his 
gun, hut one 
of 
his 
"friends" 
grabbed his arm before he could 
shoot. 
The long chase was oxer for 
the Congressional Medal of Honor 
xx inner. The long m onths of im ­ 
prisonment 
in 
semi-isolation 
stretched ahead. 
Most of the time Dean was sick, 
B urchett said. 
His left shoulder 
w as broken. 
He suffered from 
dysentery or an acute intestinal 
infection, and finally malaria. 
However, 
B urchett 
asserted 
Dean regained his 
health 
last 
September. 
Burchett said Dean does not 
get to see other American prison­ 
ers. 
(This xx as not elaborated. 


hut tended to confirm suspicion 
raised by the Bed POW list of 
Dee. IX. 
That list showed Dean 
and one American enlisted man 
at “Camp ti.” 
The 
implication 
xx as that he w as in solitary con­ 
finem ent except for an orderly.) 
B urchett said he found Dean 
in good health last Friday. 
They 
talked for three hours in a txxo- 
rooitt cellar that is his prison. 
The Australian said the txxo 
•at cross-legged 
on a 
m atted 
floor. Dean xvas dressed in 
a 
double breasted pin striped eixi- 
ltn.it suit although he wore 
an 
Army khaki shirt, w ith no tie. 
Dean’s reddish hair xx as close 
cropped. It showed signs of grey­ 
ing around the temples. 
During the interview, Burchett 
alleged, 
Allied 
planes 
attacked 
the camp. 


B urehett said Dean estimated 
he 
now 
weighed 
about 
I KU 
pounds. During his w andering lie 
said he dropped from IWP pounds 
to ISO. 
Dean 
asked, 
Burchett 
said, 
about his xxife in Berkeley, Ca­ 
lif., and his son and daughter. 
He told Burchett 
that 
last 
August 25 his thoughts were of 
his xxife. That day marked one 
year that he wan captured. It 
also xx as his silver wedding anni­ 
versary. 
The 
Red correspondent 
said 
Dean recalled that the last letter 
from his daughter, in June, 1950, 
kidded 
him 
about 
getting a 
"H erm an goiter" a family nick­ 
name for a fat stomach. Burehett 
quoted Dean as Joking that he 
xx .is afraid he xx as getting a ‘‘goi­ 
te r” again. 


Dean also expressed a desire 
to see his son-in-law, whom he 
has never met.

Pennsylvania is not a one industry state. 
It has certain 
majors but these without the minors in manufacturing could 
not put the state next to the top. 
It is this variation in 
manufacturing that gives Pennsylvania its industrial stam­ 
ina.

HE opening to traffic of the Western 
Extension makes possible 327 miles 
of non stop travel from the suburbs of 
Philadelphia in the East to the Ohio- 
Pennsylsama border in the West—re­ 
ducing travel time between these points 
by as much as five or six hours. 


Contrary to g«n*rol report*, the W e»tern 
extension of the Penntylvania Turnpike 
System does not, to far as Its patrons are 
concerned, dead-end in a borderland corn­ 
field. Pending construction of the proposed 
Ohio Turnpike, the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
Commission hat built access roads connect­ 
ing the Turnpike west of the Gatew ay toll 
booths with Pennsylvania State highways 
at points less them one mile from the 
Ohio border. 


Engineers and contractors working 
against time and the elements have nude 
it possible for the Commission to open 
this extension this year, The Beaver 
Valley Interchange (Route 18) will re­ 
main closed for an indefinite period 
contingent upon the completion of the 
new State Highway 18 in the area of the 
interchange. 


Because there will be clean-up activity 
along the right-of-way during the next 
several months, the Commission has de - 
u tb d that throughout HU* winter period 


the regular turnpike speeds on the section 
betw een the Ohio line and the Pittsburgh 
Interchange will ba reduced to a m axim um 
of fifty (SO) miles per hour for passenger 
vehicles (including buses), and forty-five 
(45) miles per hour for oil other vehicles. 


The Commission asks all its patrons 
to cooperate in the observance of these 
temporary speed regulations, which m il! 
be strictly enforced. 


Between Irw in and the Ohio-Pennsyl- 
sanu border are four modern service 
station and restaurant units, completion 


of which has been delayed because of 
material shortages. 


The G ulf O il Corporation's gas, oil 
and rest room facilities will be open at 
Pleasant Valley Station, located on the 
west bound lanes seven miles east of the 
Pittsburgh Interchange (U.S. Route 22). 
However, it will be some time before 
restaurant service will be available. 


W ork is being expedited at all stations, 
and as rapidly as they are completed they 
will be placed in service.
